The Marketing Agreement for the Stillwater, Oklahoma 
Milk Shed in its present form merely reflects the proposal 
of the above mentioned Area, and none of the provisions con- 


tained therein are to be regarded as having received the 


approval of the Agricultural Adjustment Administration as 
applying to this Area. 


“ARKETING AGREEMENT FOR MIIK 
STILLWATER, OKLAHOMA 
PART I 


The parties to this Agreement are the contracting distributors, 
the contracting producers, and the Secretary of Agriculture of the 
United States. 


WHEREAS, it is the declared policy of Congress, as.set forth in 
sectioni 2 of the Agricultural Adjustment’ Act, approved May 12, 1933, as 
amendedg = 


(a) To establish and maintain such balance between the produc- 
tion and consumption of agricultural cormodities and such 
marketing conditions therefor, as will reestablish prices 
to farmers at a level that will give agricultural commodi- 
ties a purchasing power with respect to articles that 
farmers buy, equivalent to the purchasing pover of agricultural 
cormodities in the base period, the base period in the case 
of all agricultural cormodities except tobacco being the 
prewar period, August 1909-July 1914; and - 


(b) To approach such equality of purchasing power by gradual 
correction of the present inequalities therein at as 
rapid a rate as deemed feasible in view of the current 
consumptive demand in dorestic and foreign markets; and -— 


(c) To protect the consumers! interest by readjusting farm 
production at such level as will not inerease the percen- 
tage of the consumers! retail exnenditures for agricul- 
tural cormodities, or products derived therefrom, which 
is returned to the farmer, above the percentage which 
was returned to the farmer in the prewar period, August 
1909—July 1914; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Agricultural Adjustment Act, the 
parties heretoy for the purpose of correcting conditions now ebtain- 
ing in«the production of milk in the Stillwater production area, and 
the distribution thereof, and to effectuate the declared policy of 
the Act, desire to enter into a marketing agreement under the provi- 
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sions ef Section & (2) of the, Act 


NOW THEREFORE, the parties hercto agree as follows:

8. “Contracting Distributors" means such distributors as may 
become portics signatory to this Agrcement according to the terms thereof. 


9. "Sales Arcatt ncans the territory included within the following 
poundaries: The Stillvater Sales Arca shall include the area within 
the city limits of Stillwater, Oklahoma. 


10. "Production Arca" moans. the territory within the following 
boundarics: The Stillwater, Oklahoma Production Arca méans the 
territory within the Po eae boundsrics: Pxyne County, Oklahoma and 
those »varts of Noble and Paymee Countics lying south of U.S.Highvay 
No. 64. 


ll. "Subsidiary" means any person, of or over which the contractin

of this Agreement, and like parmcents’ to Payne County Milk Producers’ Co- 
operative Association made pursuant to membcrship agreements, shall, re-

modified by agrcement between 75% of the contracting producers, measured 
by total volume of milk produced within the production area, which volume 
of percentage of production shall include 60% of the preducers, on the one 
hand and 75% of the contracting distributors, mcasurod by total volume of 
milk sold as fluid milk within the sales area, which volume of percentage 
of distribution shall include 60% of the distributors, on the other hand, 
provided, howevcr, that such changcs shell become effective only upon the 
written approvel of the Sécrctary. 


5. The schedule governing the prices at which end the terms and 
Gonditions under which fluid milk shall be distributed and sold by the 
contracting distributors in the Stillweter Salcs Arca, shall be that set 
forth in Exhibit "C", which is attached hereto and made a part of this agree- 
mont. Such schedulc may be changed from time to time by agreement between
